“W hys” of European W ar Moves 
Explained By Military Expert 


(RY J. VV. T. MASON) 
NEW YORK, March 5.— l l A. -VI. 
— Descriptions of the progress of the 
Dardanelles 
bom bardm ent originat­ 
ing in Athens and other places in the 
near east m ust be accepted with re­ 
serve. The same exaggerated sense 
of news th at exists in Petrograd pre­ 
vails in southeastern Europe. W h a t­ 
ever is greatly desired, is frequently 
declared to have been accomplish­ 
ed, regardless of the evidence; while 
Levantine Bazaar rum ors are 
ac­ 
cepted a t full value and are elabo­ 
rated and sent abroad in semi-offi­ 
cial form. 
The successful landing of a 
huge 
arm y to attack the Dardanelles de­ 
fenses by land 
is one of the m any 
Arabian Nights’ improbabilities now' 
going around the world from 
some 
obscure near-eastern news point. The 
allied arm y is said to have landed on 
the Gallipoli peninsula which forms 
the n orthern shore of the D ard an ­ 
elles, and separates 
the waterw ay 
irom the Aegean and the Gulf of Sa- 
ros. 
The peninsula is from four to 
fourteen miles 
wide, m aking arm y 


m aneuvers impossible for a 
large 
body of men, except in dangerously 
narrow and massed formations. 
A 
defending army, properly led, could 
defend the Gallipoli against an en­ 
emy four to five times as strong. The 
large n u m b er of 
men required for 
the operations and 
the danger of 
failure indicate th a t a serious land 
campaign along Gallipoli has 
not 
begun. 
Similar lack of credence attaches 
to reports th a t 
the Anglo-French 
fieet has forced its way any consid­ 
erable distance into the Dardanelles. 
The persistent statem ent th at 
six­ 
teen miles of the passage have been 
won is quite beyond belief. The war­ 
ships may be two or three miles past 
the entran ce forts but it is not prob­ 
able that they have gone much fur­ 
ther. 
Defences such as guard the 
Dardanelles, even if weakly manned, 
cannot be overcome at the rate of 
several miles a day. 
If they are sub­ 
dued at all. it is more because of 
inferior skill on the part of the gar­ 
risons than superior gun fire by the 
attacking squadron.
